The Man Who Forced Newgass to 
Sign igs Check Tells a Story 
That Is Believed by 
His Friends. 


William R. McFarlane, who entered the 
office of Louis N. Newgase, a Chicago com- 
mission man, Thursday morning and com- 
pelled Newgass, at the muzzle of a revol- 
ver, to sign a check for $10,416, is at his 
home at 3932A Cook avenue. 

Mr. McFarlane readhed St. Louis Friday 
night and wes seen by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter at his home Saturday morning.

Though but 51 years of age he looks almost 
70. 

‘In the last 10 days,”’ he sald, ‘1 have aged 
@s many yeers. 

“I hardiy know how to tell you of thie af- 
fair. I do not want to say things throwing 
my faults upon others, for such statements 


wouid only antagonize the people who 
have the power to prosecute me. 

“I will begin by teLing you that during 
the summer I was in miserable health and 
went to the North to gain strength. When 
I returned I found that Frank Dufour of 
the Dufour Commission Co., the heaviest 
exporters of horses in the country, had 
been buying of us heavily through my part- 
ner, Mr. Evans, and was indebied to us in 
the sum of $20,000. This made me uneasy. I 
knew Dufour to be good when he could pay, 
but the market conditions were not the 
best, and I was afraid he might not be 
able to pay I set about to secure this money 
and was successful. 

“Then Dufour came and bought heavily of 
us again. He took 120 head from us and 50 
head from other firms through us, giving 
us a lW-day draft for $10,416. The horses 
were bought for export. 

“The draft fell due Tuesday of this week. 
Meanwhile we had heard that Dufour had 
transferred the stock to Louis N. Newgass, 
another Chicago commission man, and we 
began worrying about the matter, fe&ring 
that the draft would not be paid and that 
We Would be unable to return to our bank 
the money with which we had bought the 
horses. We determined to go and look up 
Dufour and the horses. Mr. Evans set out

When I got there 
I found that Dufour owed Newgass consid- 
erable and that the transfer of the horses 
had ret been a cash transaction,

and referred me to Dufour. 

“Wednesday 1 worried and worried about 
the draft and the debt to which Duvfour’s 
money Was to have been applied at the 
bank. That day and night I worried my- 
ecif mad. I must have been crazy. for 
certainly no one but a madman would have 
Gone what 1 did the next morning.

my horses, must pay it. 

“IT went to Newgass' office early in the 
Guay. I thought [I would make him give 
me the money.

THE BODY OF MAX

He Is in a Critical Condition and the 
Physicians Refuse Communica- 
tion With Him—His Brother 
Still Under Indictment. 


On a stretcher lifted from the incom- 
ing Iron Mountain trein at Union Station 
Saturday morning was the helpless body of 
Kirk Max, riddled with buckshot. 

Max was brought to St. Louis from Pied- 
mont, Mo. 

He was shot from ambush on an {isolated 
Street in the little town of Piedmont Fri- 
day night by an unidentified essassin. 

As the wounded man was carried through 
Union Station midway he feebly gasped for 


breath. His condition is extremely criti- 
Cai, 


Stant death under such a volley. 

Max was accompanied to St. Louis by Dr. 
Tyler of Piedmont, who ordered his patient 
taken to St. Mary’s Infirmary, Seventeenth 
and Papin streets, 

To obtain the benefits of skilled nursing 
and the best of medical consultation is 
why Dr. Tyler brought Max to St. Louis. 

Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw was called to the 


assistance of Dr. Tyler. 

The shooting of Mex recalls a tragedy of 
several months ago, which caused the man 
who now lingers on the brink of death to 
be accused of murder. 

He was arrested, tried and acquitted. 

His acquittal was so recent that he was 
still receiving congratulations when he 
himself was laid low. 

Kirk Max and his brother Henry were 
accused of the murder of G. W. Withers, a 
banker, well Known in Piedmont, Poplar 
Bluff and other Southeast towne. The kill- 
ing. of Withers. was a great mystery, but 
suspicion finally fell upon the Max brothers 
and their arrest followed. 

Severance in the courts was granted and 
the trials were fixed on different dates. 

The ‘trial of Kirk at Poplar Bluff was 


/ largely aitended and attracted more atten- 


tion than any similar case known in the 
Southeast part of the State for many years, 
Henry is still in jat] at Popler Bluff. He 
will be tried in October. 
There was of course a difference of opin- 


jon as to the justice of Max's acquittal and

, is that the assassination from ambush was 
planned and executed by some one in sym- 


pathy with the dead banker's side of the

‘“They’ve killed me.”’ 

That utterance wes apparently directed 
to a Union Station gatekeeper, who as. 
sisted in carrying Kirk through the Mid- 
way. 

Kirk was snot in the back, the charge 
of shot scattering over a large area of his 
body. A few of the missiles passed entirely 
through, going out through the chest. The 
others are lodged in the body.

ANARCHIST KILLS THE 
EMPRESS OF AUSTRIA. 


Assassination Occurs 


Near a Pier 


in Geneva, 


Switzerland, a Stiletto Being the 


MURDERER A PARISIAN 
OF ITALIAN EXTRACTION. 


Ht MEETS HER MAJESTY ON THE 
WALK TO THE STEAMER AND 
STABS H2R NEAR THE 
HEART. 


MONARCH ONE OF THE 
MOST POPULAR IN EUROPE. 


Was Wed When Young and Became the 
Devoted Mother of Several Chil- 
dren, but Withal One of the 
Noted Sportewomen of 
Her Day. 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Sept. 10.—The Em- 
press of Austria was assassinated near a 
pier here this afternoon by an anarchist 
named Lucchoni, who was arrested. He 
Stabbed Her Majesty with a etilletto. 

Her Majesty was walking from her hotel 
to the landing place of thé steamer ai 
about. 1 o'clock when the anarchist sud- 
denly approached and stabbed her near the 
heart. The Empress fell, got up again and 
was carried to the steamer unconscious. 

The boat started, but seeing that the l.m- 
press had not recovered consciousness the 
captain returned and the Empress was car- 
ried to the Hotel Beaurivage, where she 
expired. 


A hasty examination showed that the as- 
sassin’s weapon had pierced the heart of 
his victim, 

The assasSin says his name ifs Laicchoni, 
that he is of Itallan parentage, but was 
born in. Baris. - 

He declines to make any statement fur- 
ther than to say that the deed was com- 
mitted for the good of humanity. 

The Swiss Government has ordered that 
all telegrams, except those referring to 
matters of state, be stopped. 

The Empress had been sojourning here 
for a few. days and was leaving Geneva 
for Montreaux, where ehe intended to stay 
for some time.

The Empress of Austria was born Dec. 
24, 1837. She was a daughter of Duke 
Maximilian of Bavaria, and was married 
to Francis Joseph, Emperor of Austria 
and King of Hungary, April 24, 1854. They 
had three children, the Archduchess Gisola, 


who is married to Prince Luitpold of Ba- 
varia; the Archduke Rudolph, who married 


Princess Stephanie of Belgium, and who 
was (seemingly) assassinated in 1889, and 
the Archduchess Maria Valeria, who mar- 
ried the Archduke Franz Salvator of 
Austria-Tuscany. 

The Empress was only 17 when she was 
married, and was noted the world over for 
her beauty and graces of character. Her 
| marriage took place in 1854, and she was, 
| therefore, 61 years old at her death. 
retained her beauty in later years, and por- 


and one son, and it was her boast that she 
was a grandmother at 37. The great sorrow 
of her life was the tragic death of her, 
only son, Crown Prince Rudolph, in 1889. 
His death was by a disgraceful suicide,. 
and the mother never recovered entirely 
from the grief and shame. It has been in- 
timated that her mind has been seriously 
affected by this trouble. 


In her earlier years she was a lover of 
outdoor sports of all kinds, and especially 
of following the hounds, which she learned 
from the English. She had been an expert 
horseworhan, and during her visit to En- 
gland and Ireland .she astonished the 
sportsmen and sportswomen of those coun- 
tries by her daring and grace in the sad- 
dle. 

She was very popular in her own court,

CHICKAMAUGA, Sept. 10.—The report of 
the commission appointed by Majo General 
G: C. Breckinridge to investigate the Sec- 
ond Division hospital, Third Army Corps, 
has completed its report, which, in part, 
is as follows: 

“The testimony herewith 
ground relative to the care of the sick 89 
completely that we don’t consider if es- 
sential to comment extensively upon it. 
There are, however, some features regard- 
ing the management of the hospital that 
we think demand especial] attention. There 
Was a great deal of unnecessary suffering 
and many resulted from lack of 
proper attention to the sick, 

“It {s our unanimous opinion that 
basic causes for this unnecessary suffering 
may be found in the principles governing 
the management of an hospital of this kind. 
It is not conceiveable that men taken from 
the ranks promiscuously and with no pre- 
vious preparation, and put in charge of | 
helpless sick men, could do justice to them, 
and especially when forced to do 80 
against their wills. 

“The next cause for ill-treatment of the 
gick in this hospital came from lack of 
@upplies of every nature. We can find no 
reasonable excuse for the lack of supplies, 
which could have been easily obtained, and 
were not, by those responsible, and they 
should be held strictly responsible. 

“So far as the officers directly in charge 
of the hospital are concerned, the evidence 
proves conclusively that in most instances 
they did the best they could under the cir- 
cumstances. 

“That there was a/demoralization of the 
medical corps there is no doubt. This 
caused a feeling of indifference, which led 
to actual neglect. The officers in charge of 
the hospital convinced the board that they 
had not failed to make the necessary 
requisitions for supplies, but could not get 
theni.

All that has been stated by wit- 
nesses regarding the unsanitary condition 
of the hospital wards and sinks is true dur- 
ing the early history of the hospital, but 
there was much improvement of late, al- 
though there was much to be desired under 
the most favorable state of the institution.

SHAFTER AND. ALGER AGREED 


Troops Have Had Plenty of Every- 
thing, Too Much, They Say.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10.—In interviews se- 
cured by New York papers and published 
here to-day, Secretary of War Alger and 
yen. Shafter make up their case in part in 
answering the charges which have led to 
decision on the part of the President to in- 
vestigate management of the army. 

The interview with Secretary Alger was 
secured at Pittsburg, as he was on his way 
Detroit. Shafter gave his 
interview at Camp Meade yesterday after- 
noon. 

Secretary Alger says: 

“T haven't any desire to discuss the silly 
charges about ill-treatment of soldiers. The 
stories are absurd, nonsensical, and only 
had the effect of alarming the friends of 
the volunteers. I am in possession of no 
information that a single comptaint has 
actually been made by a_ soldier, ex- 
cept one, Just one complaint has been 
made to the department, and that was by 
a soldier at Tampa, or rather his brother, 
who said he was starving to death, Gen. 
Coppinger was insiucted to investigate the 
case with all dispatch and see to it that 
nothing was left undone for the comfort 
and good of the man. The complaint was 
found to be grossly exaggerated. It was 
merely a fever patient convalescing and 
asking for the kind of food he shouldn't 
have. : 

“Why, my son there, is doing the same 
thing. He is also recovering from fever, hav- 
ing been ill six weeks, and is complaining 
loudly that We are starving him to death. 
The truth is that the soldiers have had too 
much to eat. I mean of that kind of food 
which is harmful] to them. 

‘Most of the stuff we see in the_papers is 
due to a wholesalé desire on the p&rt of the 
soldiers for furloughs.’’ 

Asked if there will be 
Secretary Alger said: 

“That is a matter that wholly belongs to 
the President.” 

To the question whether the investigation, 
if there be one, will include the charges of 
Gen. Miles, the Secretary said: 

“I’do not care to discuss that matter in 
the newspapers.” 

Gen. Shafter says: 

“The unscrupulous sensational press, by 
gross misrepresentation, fis poisoning . the 
minds of the people and, I fear, instilling 
demoralization among the troops.

With Stealing Zcund in a Deputy 
Marshal’s Possegsion. 


Ever since July 7 Charles Hoffman has 
been in the State’s prison at Jefferson City 
paying penalty for a crime he never com- 
mitted. 

Hoffman was charged with horse-stealing 
and he was given a two-year penitentiary 
sentence on his plea of guilty. He never 
did think he was guilty of theft but he 
realized that appearances were against him, 
and rather than take the chances of a trial 
and conviction and a long term he pleaded 
guilty. 

Last April Hoffman borrowed a horse and 
buggy from Edward Weber of the Weber 
Drayage and Warehotse Co., 105 North Sec- 
ond street He had been a customer of 
the company and was personally known to 
Mr. Weber. He had borrowed the horse 
and buggy before and Mr. Weber did not 
hesitate to let it go. 

Hoffman drove away. After transacting 
his buswhmess he began drinking. 
the horse and buggy standing downtown 
and continued his spree on foot. He was 
finally overcome and was found stupefied 
by drink next morning. He was locked 
up but had no remembrance of anything 
he had done while drunk. 

The same morning Hoffman was arrested 
the police round a ‘horse and buggy stand- 
ing in a downtown alley. A search failed 
to produce an owner and it was placed in a 
livery stable and Jater ifwas sent to the 
pound, where it was duly advertised and 
sold, Chief Deputy Marshal Fred Smith 
bidding it -in. 

The original charge against Hoffran was 
drunk on the street. Mr. Weber went to 
the Four Courts and told of his loss. A 
warrant was issued agaea'‘nst Hoffman, 
charging grand larceny. Hoffman rem«anem- 
bered borrowing the horse and buggy, but 
could not tell what had become of it. He 
didn’t think he had sold it, for he had no 
money or anything to show for it. 

He realized that the case against him was 
strong, unless he could produce the rig. 
and he saw no way to do this. He talked 
freely to Capt. Huebler, the jailer, and al- 
ways maintained his innoctnce, but, rather 
than risk a trial, he pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced by Judge Flitcraft. 

Hoffman’s innocence was established Fri- 
dav. Deputy Marshal Smith was driving 
towards the Four Courts when Mr. Weber 
saw and recognized his horse and buggy. 
He claimed it and explanations followed. 
It developed that Weber had reported his 
loss to the police, and while they wWwepre 
looking for his property it was disposed of. 
Every day since it was sold it has stood 
in front of the Four Courts, and not a po- 
liceman recognized :t. 

Mr. Weber says that now that Hoff- 
man’s innocence has been established he 
hopes that the authorities will see to it 
that he is released.

A young woman with big blue eyes and 
a wealth of golden hair is in the City Hos- 
pital slowly recovering from morphine 
taken with suicida] intent. 

She is Maggie Head, aged 23 years. She 
swellowed the poison on the street near her 
lodging house, Sixteenth and Pine streets, 
shortly after 9 o’clock Friday night, and 
was dazed wwen discovered an hour later. 

At the City Dispensary Maggie begge 
the physicians to let her die. 

“I am sick and tired of life,”’ she said. 

But Maggie’s entreat#s availed her not, 
and she was forwarded to the hospital. 


Saturday morning she was almost con- 
valescent and expressed the hope that Dr. 
Sutter would soon release her. 

When asked why she wanted to leave she 
quickly replied: 

“Because I want to kill myself. I made 
a bad job of it last night, but the next time 
I will take a surer and swifter means.” 

The girl laughed as she spoke, showing 
the rows of white teeth. 

Maggie’s manner was good and there was 
pathos in her voice as she related the stor 
of her struggles in an unsympathetic world. 

“I was born and reared in Macon, Mo.,” 
She said. ‘‘My parents died before I was 
10 years old and I was left to the care of 
friends. I grew to like the folks I was liv- 
ing with, but I never could bear the thought 
that I was an object of charity. I got work 
in. the fields and during the winter I at- 
tended school in the town. After a while 
I became fairly prosperous and _ labored 
steadily to cultivate what talents I hed. 
moved in good society, but 1 was never hap- 
py. 

“My only relative was an uncle, who 
— me so that I never cared to bother 
iim, 

“I left Macon two months ago with no 
particular destination. I bought a ticket 
to St. Louis. When I got here the first 
thing I did was try to get work. Was I 
successful? Well, guess not. Every one 
to whom I applied gave me the marble 
heart, Asa result I was forced to get cheap 
lodgings. I tried the restaurants as a last 
resort and got employment at wn North 
Fifteenth street. The work was only tem- 
porary. It is hard to make friends when 
you have no money. Finally I besame dis- 
gusted with my hard luck and determined 
to put an end to my suffering. I was all 
Friday without anything to eat, so last 
night I borrowed a dime and invested it in 
morphine. I have never done gs fgg 
wrong, unless it was wrong to try to kii 
myself.

Ovrhe Drummond Tobacco Co., which has 
fought the trust at every turn, has re- 
duced the price of all its goods 10 per cent 
and begun the manufacture ol smoking to- 
bacco, Which it will turn out in quantities 
of 10,000 pounds per day. 

This fight has now been on several years. 
In the beginning the American Tobacco Co. 
manufactured only smoking tobacco and 
cigarettes, controlling the market of these 
goode. It then began the manufacture of 
plug tobacco and the Drummond and lL.ig- 
gett & Meyers companies at St. Louis, two 
of the trust’s most formidable rivals, re- 
taliated by putting in large cigarette plants 
and greatly reducing the price of cigarettes. 

The manufacture of smoking tobacco at 
the Drummond plant is the most recent 
maneuver of the independent companies 
fighting the trust, The trust has repeated- 
ly endeavored to buy the St. Louis tobacco 
plants, but has been successful with but 
one of them, the Butler concern, which 
sold out three years ago. 

This tobacco war is one of the flercest 
commercial contests ever waged inthe 
country and it is not improbable that it 
may in time become as flerce as the Ar- 
buckle-Havemeyer fight in the East.

York are considerable and that the effect 
upon the banks in New York of the Gov- 
ernment loan is not yet over. However, ap- 
parently the bears seized upon the bad bank 
Statement as a good opportunity to cover 
some of their short contracts, consequently 
the market did not go off, but was h_gher at 
the close than prior to the publieation of 
the bank statement.

Chauncey I. Filley 1s being credited by 
discerning ones with instigating and direct- 
ing the revolt of the negro voters in the 
Twelfth District tagainst the Republican 
nominee, Maj.

The negroes seem determined to nominate 
a candidate for Congress who is of their 
own race. The effect of this, of course, 
will be to deprive Maj.

Filley has been particularly bitter against 
Maj. Pearce since the campaign two years 
ago, when his District Committee, headed 
by Michael Foerstel, was thrown out, and 
his resentment was deepened this summer 
by the emphatic manner in which the sup- 
porters of Maj. Pearce eliminated him at 
the primaries. Vingictiveness and desire for 
revenge have a large place in the old man's 
character, and any scheme that will defeat 
an enemy recommends itselH to him pro- 


vided it can be executed under cover. The 
negroes were none too friendly to Maj. 
Pearce anyhow, claiming that they had 


been paintedly ignored by him and his sup- 
porters, and they were ripe for rebellion 
when the fine hand of the old man came in- 
to play as an instigator of open revolt. 
The negroes who are leading the movement 
have always been associated with Filley in 
politics and nobody deubts that the old 
man is at the bottom of the trouble. Maj. 
Pearce's friends are doing their best to 
nullify the effect of the revolt by stirring 
up strife among the rebels. Dr. Scott is 
the negro most prominently mentioned for 
the negro nomination.

President Jesse 
thinks it would be a ape hardship on the 
university as well as the young men to keep 
them out of echool.~‘The university would 
suffer because of the lowering of the stand- 
ard of attendance.

HEARD FROM HAVANA 


F. R. Rice’s Representative Says That 
Tobacco Pricee Rule High. 


The F. R. Rice Mercantile Cigar Co. re- 
ceived advices from its representative In 
Havana Saturday morning as to the to- 
bacco market in that city. 

He says that the factories are gradually 
resuming work, but the business is being 
carried on as yet on a limited scale. The 
new crop of tobacco, he says, is of a dis- 


tinct character, having been planted early 
and favored by rain, while the later crop 
has suffered by prolonged drought and is 
stunted in development. A good many 
Americans have made their appearances on 
the market there, he says, and in conse- 
quence of the demand created, prices for 
raw material have risen so that smaller 
factories are almost shut out. There is no 
chance of a decline in prices yet and the 
small factories will have a hard time, as 
they cannot afford to lay in a supply. One 
of the things that will support the high 
prices, he says, is the eagerness with which 
Americans buy. Crops are small and in 
consequence are in themselves sufficient to 
hold up the prices.
